City Officials Opposed To Prison 
Work Release Program Here 


The Elba City Council 
met Friday in a special meet- 
ing to discuss information re- 
ceived on work-release pro- 
‘grams such as announced for 
Elba by the Alabama prisons 
authority. 

Mayor Sam Sawyer was out 
of town and Mayor Pro-tem 
Charles Ellis presided over 
the meeting. 

The council heard a de- 
tailed report prepared by Chief 
Johnston at the requests of 
the council. Johnston reported 
to the council from several 
sources in North Carolina, 
which has a similar work re- 
lease programs for state pris- 
oners. 

Johnston noted that the 
purpose of the program was 
to familiarize prisoners with 
society before turning them 
loose but there is a question 
on the success of the North 
Carolina project. Johnston 
could get no one to explain 
why 76% of those on the pro- 
gram returned to jail when 
only 70% of the general jail 
population returned. ,

program in N.C. told Johnston 
it was working. Several police 
chiefs were not so strong for 
the project. The chief inSmith- 
ville, North Carolina, was hos- 
tile to the program, according 
to Johnston. He recommended 
that Elba get rid of it now if 
possible. He stated that every 
30 to 60 days most of these 
people were involved in some 
kind of crime in the commun- 
ity. Other chiefs didn’t cite 
such high rates but did note 
an increase. 

One chief told Johnston 
the program worked OK at 
first until they started placing 
prisoners charged with the 
more violent crimes on the 
program and then the trouble 
began. 

Johnston noted that there 
would be 45 prisoners in the 
Elba program and they would 
be people who had 18 months 
and less toserve ontheir prison 
term. This contrasts with five 
years in the North Carolina 
program. 

They will be under minimum 
some will work at 
public jobs and about 25 will 
be used by the state highway 
department. A number of coun- 
selors will be employed to 
help the men prepare them- 
selves for return to sotiety. 

Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man was the first to state his 
opposition to the project and 
he said, ‘‘we should flatly op- 
pose this project,’’ Coleman 
noted that he worked with plac- 
ing when recently released from 
prison on jobs and it waS a 
hard job. According to Cole- 
man, seldom will a company 
hire a recently released ‘‘con’’ 
if his family doesn't live or 
move to the area. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
expressed doubt that Elba had 
any choice in the matter but 
that he was personally opposed

The police ehief 
was instructed to check with 
the city ‘attorney and see if 
there were any legal means of 
keeping it out of Elba.

from customers of Alabama 
Power Company, especially

Hayes. The power used by the 
Elba Utilities Board is purchas 

ed from the Alabama Electric 
cooperative, a non-profit gen 

eration afd transmission coop 
erative owned and operated by 
individual electric cooperatives 


and municipal electric systems 
such as the Elba Utilities 
Board Mr. Hayes serves on 
the board of directors of the 


Alabama Electric Cooperative 

The Elba Utilities Board 
has thirteen employees on its 
payroll Each and every one 
of these persons’ services 
are essential to the operation 
of the electrical system. On 
the other hand, a commercial 
interest suchas Alabama Power 
must pay out costs for over 
head, or extra costs such as 
Salaries of company executives 
public relations personne! 


taxes and dividends to its 
stockholders. None of these 
overhead costs are in the cost 
of electric current supplied by 
the Elba Utilities Board, since 
the electric system in Elba is 
owned and operated by Elba. 

The Utilities Board Chairman 

does not receive any salary 

whatsoever, nor does any mem- 
ber of the Utilites Board, 
composed of two businessmen, 

Mr. Charles Hayes III, Chair- 

man; and Mr. Oscar Vaughan, 

Jr.,; and Councilmen Ben Car- 

penter and John Waylon Shar- 

piess; and Mayor Sam Sawyer 

Mr. Hayes emphasized that 

the Utilities Board ‘runs atight 
ship and has ‘‘cut all the 
fat’’ of the Utlities Department 
having a total of only thirteen 
persons on the payroll. He 
pointed out that the Elba Uti 
I:ties Board does not come un- 
der the Alabama Public Com- 
mission regulation, since it is 
customer owned and operated

Several other citizens have 
publicly stated intentions to 
seek a seat on the Elba city 
government in the upcoming 
elections. They include L. F 
Inman (for mayor), Ethan Ri- 
deaux (city council seat being 
vacated by Virgil.

Intrinsically the length and style of a teen’s hair has no 
bearing on his tendencies toward getting into trouble, though 
since the Jate sixties the so-called establishment has seemingly 
wanted to use this standard as a measure of potential. And, ad- 
mittedly, even law enforcement agencies have leaned toward 
“hair style judgment.” in their thinking. 

The problem, if one still remains, varies in importance de- 
termined by, among other things, geographical location, While 
most areas of the country have finally accepted hair style free- 
dom as a basic right, others hold fast to the old standards, with 
the clean-shaven, burr-cut look standing for law-abiding good 
citizenship. If the latter held true law enforcement would be a 
Simple matter, 

Parents who remain concerned with their children’s desired 
hairstyles will find it easier on the ulcers to shift their concern 
to other indicators of more obvious importance. 

We hear often that law officers play closer attention to the 
activities of ‘‘long hairs,”’ While this may have been true when 
the fad started, it has little basis in fact now.

Today I would like to dis- 
cuss the Nutritional Education 
Program for pregnant women, 
infants and children under five 
years of age, which will very 
soon be in effect for the citi- 
zens of Coffee County who part- 
icipate in the WIC Program 

The purpose of the WIC 
Program is to supply specific 
supplemental nutritious food, 
as an adjunct to good health 
care, to pregnant and lactating 
(breastfeeding) women, infants, 
and children under five years 
of age who have been indivi- 
dually determined by compe- 
tent professionals to be at nu- 
tritional risk because of in- 
adequate nutrition and inade- 
quate income. This target group 
was chosen for the WIC Pro- 
gram based on_ studies in- 
dicating that inadequate mater- 
nal nutrition may lead to in- 
fant mortality, birth defects 
and impaired learning ability 
Also, the early years of life 
are ctitical 
terms of mental and physical 
development. 

‘Legislation has mandated 
that a nutrition education com- 
ponent be included in the WIC 
Program. This inclusion of nut- 
rition education is vital if the 
Coffee County WIC Program is 
to result in long term improv- 
ement in the health status of 
recipients. In terms of immed- 
iate effects, nutrition education 
can help ensure that WIC sup- 
plemental foods are used pro- 
perly and that the foods are 
consumed by the family mem- 
bers for whom they are 


intended. Once individuals no 


longer participate or need to 
be on the WIC Program, the 
nutrition education they have 
receive will encourage the con- 
tinued selection and consump- 
tion of nutritious food necessary 
for good health. 

The WIC Program provides 
a unique opportunity for im- 
plementing a realistic approach 
to nutrition education. To edu- 
cate recipients without supply- 
ing nutritious foods is ineffect- 
ual for those recipients who 
may not have the money to pur- 
chase these foods. Likewise, 
providing nutritious foods with- 
out an explanation of their im- 

rtance reduces program ef- 
ectiveness. Therefore, it is 
required that nutrition ed- 
ucation be made available to 
WIC Program recipients to help 
ensure that the Program will 
have a permanent and positive 
effect on their food habits. 

The thrust of nutrition ed- 
ucation should be to provide 
recipients with information on 
maximizing use of WIC sup- 
plemental foods and other nu- 
tritious foods and to emphasize 
the importance of a well bal- 
anced diet to good health. In 
order to do this with maximum 
results, the cultural, ethnicand 
enviromental surroundings of 
the recipients must be consid- 
ered. All educational material 
will be adapted to recipients; 
levels of understanding, which 
will include bilingual instruct- 
ions and bilingual material when’ 
necessary. 

Nutrition education will 
take a variety of forms de- 
pending upon the recipients’ 
needs 


PROGRAM GOALS 


(1) To assist the individual at 
nutritional risk in obtaining a 
positive change in dietary sta- 
tus resulting in improved nu- 
tritional status through max- 
imum use of the supplemental 
and other nutritious food 


(2) To emphasize the relation- 
ship of proper nutrition to the 
total concept of good health 
with special emphasis on the 
nutritional needs of pregnant 
and lactating women, infants 
and young children under age 
five 


OUR TARGET AUDIENCE 

Nutrition education shall 
be directed first to pregnant 
and lactating women and to the 
parents or guardians of in- 
fants and children participating 
in the WIC Program. The ra- 
tionale for establishing the 
priority system is that nutri- 
tlon education should be pro- 
vided first to those who can 
effect the child's nutritional 
status most dramatically 
(pregnant and lactating women), 
then to parents who select and 
prepare food for their child- 
ren

Food prices in Alabama 
and. the rest of the nations 
are likely to go up Slightly 
in the coming months but not 
since 1972 have retail food 
prices risen at such a slow 

, Pace. 

Food prices rose 8.5 per 
cent in 1975 after increasing 
14.5 per cent in 1973 and 
1974. They went up about 
4.5 per cent in 1972 and 3 
per cent in 1971, accord- 
ing to U. S. Department of 
Agriculture records. The 
government predicts that con- 
sumers’ over-all food bill will 
climb only 2 to 5 per cent 
this year. 

Food prices are rising at 
a slower pace than other 
items. = 

Beef prices are on the 
increase. The Agriculture De- 
ovroment says preliminary fig- 
ures for early May show 
the all-cut price of beef 


averages $1.43 per pound, up 
9 cents in a three week 
period. 

But Larry V. Summers 
of the department’s Eco- 
nomic Research Service says 
he doubts retail beef prices 
this summer will hit last 
July’s record high of $1.61 
a pound. Beef prices are ex- 
pected to reach $1.50 by 
July or August, he said, how- 
ever, 

Food prices may drop 
slightly in the fall if a good 
grain harvest makes more 
feed available for livestock, 
the Agriculture Department 
says. 

But its report cautioned 
that if poor weather hurts 
crops, food prices may rise in 
the autumn instead of 
declining. 

Retail beef prices fell 
for eight consecutive months 
after hitting the $1.61 peak 
last July.

Peace symbols 
are being replaced with Jesus 
signs. Big Bibles are appearing 
on college campuses nation- 
wide. Christian underground 
newspapers ,are outselling the 
radical papers. An estimated 
300,000 ‘‘hippie’’ types now 
profess to be ‘Jesus people.’”’ 

However, the Bible warns 
about the last days being marked 
with people who would deceive 
others and about those who 
would be deceived. In other 
words, there will be phonies 
who will try to infiltrate Chris- 
tian ranks. In past years this 
type of person was better known 
as a hypocrite. The Bibl. cau- 
tions Christians of a group of 


, people who would appear in the 


last days crying, “Jesus, 
Jesus,’’ but who would be phony, 
false and unconverted. They 
would preach Jesus, cast out 
devils, go about doing good -- 
but sill continue sinning. (See 
Matthew 7:21-23). 

There are several char- 
acteristics that \ unmistakably 
mark a true ‘‘Jesus person.’’ 
First of all, a true Jesus per- 
son is one who has died to old 
ways of living. The pleasures 
of the world are no longer 
pleasures to him. Alcohol, cig- 
arettes, pot, acid, illegitimate 
Sex, become things of a past 
life. The Jesus persons be- 
comes a new creature inChrist. 
Paul wrote in Ephesians 4:20- 
24 that we were to put off the 
old man which is corrupt and 
put on the new man, whichafter 
God is created in righteous- 
hess and true holiness. 

The true ‘‘Jesus person’ 
Stops ditching and starts digg- 
ing, as David Wilkerson phrases 
it. True Jesus people do not 
want to ditch school, ditch par- 
ents, and ditch all forms of 
responsipility and organization, 
Rotten attitudes are no longer 
problems to the Jesus person, 
Those who start digging into 
God’s Word end all forms of 
“‘ditching,”’ 

The Word of God becomes 
a constant pattern and resource 
when one lives the life of Jesus. 
The Bible is a clear guide for 
us to find our way. Real Jesus 
people realize this and spend 
time studying God’s Word. 

Most of all, a true ‘‘Jesus 
person’’ shows love. He has 
not become embittered in his 
heart toward parents, teachers, 
chureh, and the establishment. 
Instead of facing those in autho- 
rity over him with a spirt of re- 
bellion, a Jesus person faces 
them with the Spirit of Jesus. 
That Spirit can be only that of 
love.

I can remember clearly 
the first automobile my father 
had. It was a 1948 De Sota, a 
car that is no longer built. Dad 
bought it so we would have 
transportation to church. A few 
months before he purchased the 
car, several of my family, in- 
cluding Dad, united with one of 
the local Baptist Churches. Dad 
really ‘got religion’”’ and it be- 
came a burning passion with 
him. It seemed that everything 
he said or did was dictated by 
his faith. 

Once when we were travel- 
ing in our ‘‘new”’ car, my bro- 
ther and I began joking and 
“cutting up.’’ Dad corrected 
us quickly and said, “Boys, the 
Bible said to let your conver- 
sation be yea and nay. So stop 
your foolishness!”’ 

Those days were simpler 
than ours today and we never 
went anyplace except to church 
- but that was a lot! 

Some Saturday nights were 
special - quartets came to our 
chureh to sing, and it seemed 
that nobody missed those ser- 
vices. The building was packed 
when one of the popular sing- 
ing groups came to town. 

The meeting began with 
some congregational singing led 
by our young music director who 
attended classes at a nearby 
college.

ing! Some of the more fervent 
songs were punctuated with a 
hearty ‘‘Amen’”’ or two, and 
often tears came to the eyes of 
many in the congregation. 
_ During the program the mus- 
ic slowed down and the quartet 
Sang a beautiful slow song about 
Heaven or the blessedness of 
living for the Lord, and this 
usually brought some shouting 
from the ladies. I can’t re- 
member hearing a man shout, 
but I’m sure they must have. 
One man who attended all 
the services of our church often 
“testified.’’ He told of the dif- 
ficulties he experienced living 
his Christian life - and some- 
times the experiences involved 
with his cranky automobile 
which gave him a lot of trouble 
on cold mornings. 

At the conclusion of the Sat- 
urday night singing, the pastor 
of the church gave an “altar 
call’’ and invited people to join 
the church - and usually some- 
one ‘‘walked the aisle.’
